The ninety nine year lease provides
that there shall e deposited by the
Southern Railway Oompany, good
collaseral of the market value, at all
times, of one hundred and seventy five
thousand dollars, to sscure the lease
money to the North Carolina Railroad
Iostead of depositing collateral, at all
times convertible into money, the
Bouthern Rairoad has deposited a cer-
tain number of their own bonds—that
is, their own promises to pay. [n their
re orgauisition of the.Rschmond and
Danville they bave issued one hundred
and Twenty million of whas they call

“first consolidated mortgsged regis
tered gold bonds ” Tais issue of bonds,
they bave lisved on the stock exchange
in New York and they pretead to give
them a marget value. It is very ques
tionable whether they haveany genu
ine market value. Every body knows
that it is a trick of the money sharks
to issue paper called bond and put it
on the stock exchange for sale and
then send out their own brokers to buy
it and eell it and operate in it, fhus
buying from themselves and eelliing to
themselves, all for the purpose of mak
ing it appear that there are bona fide
transactions whereas in truth nobody
is buying or selling, bus the whole
thiog is a dodge for the purpose of
keeping up an apparent market value.

Now it turns out that the North
Qarolina Ruiroad bas gos no security
for its lease money except some of
these ‘‘first copsolidated mortgaged
registered gold bonds.” We are in
formed that the Southern claima to
have put up thirty of these bonds of
the par valus of ten thousand dollars
each. We are also informed upon
what eeems to be reliable authority,
that in truth, they have only put up
twenty two of these bonda. If this be

It is be
lirved thas they are really and actually
worth listle or noshing The chances
are that if this two hundred and swen
ty thousand parof stuff which they
parade as their great grand ‘‘first con-
solidated mortgaged registered gold
bonds” were adverrtiged for sale by the
Norih Carolina Rwulroad Company,
toey would not brieg thirty cents on
tue dollar, unless Morgan and Com
pany snould etep in and take ubhem up
mn order to save their own credit.

Soon after the State Fair was held
the Richmond Times’ Raleigh corre
gpondent wrote that paper aa follows:
“The fact that Vanderpiit took sev
enty premiums and the $100 special
prise at the Fair last week gives dis
tinction, The argument i3 that the
farmer who has a little spare cash puta
forth every effors to make a creditable
exhibit, hoping to be at least repaid by
the premium money, and he has 10
compete for these premiums with a
man who has unlimited cash to make

more exaibit could get all the diplomnasa
and honorablementions, bu’ they think
the cash prizes should go te the farm
ers” (Liatics oure)

Thess were our sentiments, and we
promptly said so. Two great fgrms
secured seventy Or m e premiums
 each at the lass State Fair, and 1o last
Tuesday’s Nawe and Observer the Bec
retary confessea that there were only
about $600 in prises awarded to farm
ers using less than five horses. Now
some seem to think that we obj2ct to
‘these *‘great farmers” making exnibite
Tais is not the case. The Fair sbould
show the best of the State's products,
and without the exhibite of “Farmer
Vanderbilt” and the best products of
the far tamed Occonneechee Farm, it
could not do s0. In facs, the Biate
would not be fairly represented.

Bat it appears to us that, for the
good of the Fair, if nothing else, the
*small farmers” should have the first
consideration. ‘

In his lester to the Nawa-and Obaer
ver last Tue-day, the S:cretary secms
to think that tohe farmers using less
than six horses did well to secure $600
in premiums. Lot ua see. The Pre
mium L:st of the State Fair shows that
the premimuums on farm and garaden
crops amounied to $560; on horses,
$378; on eattle, $667 ; oa sheep. $300; on
swiae, $275; on pouury about $350, and
on horucuitural producte abuut $130
(ve don’s guarantee these figures wo
be perfectly accurate). If the “‘smali
farmers” cut such a big figure it 18
rather strange they dida’c get more
premiums, But, say the managers, the
premiums were not competed for, or
owing to the small attendance at the
Fair, couldn’t be paid. Very well,
that simply shows thas the emall farm-
ers are not patronis ng it, and the only
reason we can give i# that they are be
ing choked out, or don'c care to help
out a fakir show.

O! course when our editor read the
Sscretary’s letter in the Nows and Ob
gerver last Tussiay, he crawled into a
hole and tried to pull the hole in after
him. The abova were a few of the facts
he learned while there

There is just one other funny thing
he discovered while in the hole. He
found a copy of tne Cnarlotte O server
of November 9:h, and he fouad toat
1ta Raleigh correspondent had this to
8ay :

*‘Ia reply to criticiams for the giving
of the $100 special priz3 to Gzorge Van
derbils, a great farmer, and the allegea
discriminasion against the small farm
ers, tha officors of the Bsate Fair say
that if they depended upon the small
farmers they would hardly get a wagon
load of exhibits at the Fiir; that they
cfferad the big priza to induce large
farmers to ocmpeie, such as Vander
bilt, Carr, Wolf and Bagwell. They
eay further that every esmall farmer
who made exhibits in Dapartment A
took a premium.”

“If they depended upon the small
rarmers they would hardly geta wagon
load of exhibita at the Fair.” That's
good, but it appears to the best advan-
tage ouly when placed by the side of
Secretary Nichols’ statement that the
*‘small farmers” won $600 1n premiums
If a wagon load of exnibits gets §600 in
priumums—well, touse the Secretary’s
own worcs ‘‘In the language of Shake
speare, ‘Lord, Lord!'”

This tells how we stand, and we have
now given about as much space to this
question aa it deserves Oar columna,
however are open to all for discussion
ofit. We have objscted more to the
immorality of the Fair in general than
to the diccrimication agaiost emalil
farmers. The S:ate should have a Fair,
but we objact to i paying $1 500 to
help out a fakir eshow. That's all.
